The Handshake Could Have 
Been Improved | With The 
Introduction Of A Raw Egg 


There is a. story that 
Sarah Bernhardt, playsng in 
“Pellens and  Melisande’’ 
with Mrs Patrick Cuamp- 
bell, once took revenge for 
a practical joke by pressing 
into her partner's hand, 
during some tender 
pasange, a broken raw egg. 

The victim’s lips con- 
dinued to pronounce Maeter- 
linck’s words, for the show 
must go on;° but it would 
be interesting to know 
what words she was think- 
ing.
